If it be true, ag unofficially re- 
ported, that Britain has refused 
to’ give France any advance 
guarantee that she will follow 
the, lead given in the Italo- 
Ethiopian: dispute, by agreeing 
to take military ; sanctions 
against aggressors in Europe, a 
new ‘development ‘of much im- 
portance hag to be recorded. 
Obviously, France, in putting 
the query, was anxious to secure 
a definite assurance of British 
support in certnin eventualities, 
in return for co-operation 
against Italy.
